“This is not about the Oilers relocating, 
this is not about Edmonton,” said Oilers 
president and CEO Patrick LaForge, about 
his meeting with Hamilton city council¬ 


lors yesterday. 

LaForge’s visit in Hamilton comes 
weeks after talks between the city and 
Oilers owner Daryl Katz stalled over a 
new downtown area. 


When the news broke about the visit, 
some suggested the move could put pres¬ 
sure on Alberta’s government to fund the 
new rink.

City cops arrested a man 
Monday night after he alle¬ 
gedly stabbed a pet cat to 
death at a home in the ci¬ 
ty’s north end. 

Police say the stabbing

behind the residence some¬ 
time around 6 p.m. 

Chad Orydzuk, a spokes¬ 
man with the Edmonton 
Police Service, says the inci¬ 
dent continued in the back¬ 
yard of the home where a 
female resident of the ho¬ 


me was attacked. 

“The woman was pus¬ 
hed,” said Oiydzulc. 

The woman allegedly 
tried to save the wounded 
cat, according to a report 
by an Edmonton radio 
news station. 

The motive isn’t known 
at this time and police won’t 
release the suspect’s identi¬ 


ty after making the arrest. 

Police say a 36-year-old 
man has been charged with 
assault, possession of an of¬ 
fensive weapon dangerous 
to the public, and killing an 
animal — a charge under 
the criminal code. 

The man is expected to 
make a court appearance 
today.

Since it’s been four years 
since the crime, Metselaar 
says he’s hoping those wit¬ 
nesses who “escaped the 
grasp of a gang” are now 
willing to come forward. 

“This has been weighing 
on their conscience,” said 
Metselaar. 

Homicide detectives be¬ 
lieve the suspects were 
black or Hispanic males, 
but witnesses have been 
unable to provide a more 
detailed description.

Enbridge to 
spend §400M 
on pipeline 

OIL INDUSTRY. Enbridge 
Inc. will spend $400 
million to expand its 
Waupisoo Pipeline in 
Alberta after securing 
new contracts for the 
shipping of oilsands 
crude. 

The pipeline compa¬ 
ny says it has received 
shipper commitments 
that add up to 229,000 
barrels per day of capac¬ 
ity on the pipeline, 
which carries oilsands 
crude to terminals near 
Edmonton. The expan¬ 
sion will add about 
65,000 barrels per day 
of capacity in the 
second half of 2012 and 
about 190,000 barrels 
per day when it reaches 
full service capacity in 
the second half of 2013.

UN: Gangs make $3B a 
year in human trafficking 


The president of the Univer¬ 
sity of Ottawa wanted to in¬ 
vite Ann Coulter, the 
abrasive right-wing Ameri¬ 
can commentator, back to 
campus after her scheduled 
speech last March was shut 
down amid fierce protests. 

But Allan Rock’s advisers 
talked him out of it, warn¬ 
ing that Coulter’s appear¬ 
ance would only turn into 
another media circus, new¬ 
ly disclosed documents 
show. 

“An invitation to Ms. 
Coulter to return to the 
campus would demonstrate 
good faith on the part of the 
university and an unquali¬ 
fied commitment to free¬ 
dom of expression,” Rock 
wrote in an email to univer¬ 
sity officials on March 24. 

That was the day after 
the speech was cancelled 
because of raucous anti- 


Coulter protests outside the 
university’s auditorium. 

But several advisers, in¬ 
cluding Elly Alboim of the 
consulting firm Eamscliffe 
Strategy Group, strongly ad¬ 
vised against the move. 

“My own personal view is 
that, on balance, I would 
not reinvite her,” Alboim 
said in a email to Rock. 

“Should she decide to 
take you up on the offer, 


her appearance will become 
a live news event that she 
will cynically use to person¬ 
al advantage to extend her 
sense of grievance and vic¬ 
timization and amplify her 
profile ...

on casino 

A $25,000 fine the Canadi¬ 
an government imposed on 
Atlantic City’s Borgata Ho¬ 
tel Casino & Spa for flying 
top gamblers to and from 
Montreal and Toronto has 
been overturned. A Canadi¬ 
an appeals panel ruled be¬ 
cause the flights were 
private and not open to the 
general public, the Borgata 
did not need a Canadian 
aviation licence. 

The Canadian 
Transportation Agency cit¬ 
ed the Borgata for 10 flights 
its two private jets made be¬ 
tween Atlantic City and 
Montreal or Toronto. The 
agency said the Borgata 
needed a Canadian licence. 
But the casino appealed, 
and won, convincing an ap¬ 
peals panel last month that 
the private flights are not 
covered by Canada’s licence

Attack 
blamed on

27 paramilitaiy troops in 
an ambush in eastern India 
yesterday, the latest in a se¬ 
ries of bold attacks by the 
guerrillas, a senior police 
official said. 

A 50-strong patrol of the 
Central Reserve Police 
Force was ambushed 
yesterday evening on a rou¬ 
tine patrol in a densely 
forested area in the 
Narayanpur district of 
Chhatisgarh state, said Sun¬ 
der Raj, the police official. 
Ten other troops were 
wounded, he said. 

Few other details were 
immediately available from 
the remote area. It is a 
stronghold of the rebels, 
who are also called Naxals, 
after the village of 
Naxalbari where their 
movement started in the 
1970s.

Dozens of masked youths 
clashed with police at a 
union protest yesterday in 
Athens during the coun- 
tiy’s fifth general strike 
this year against the cash- 
strapped government’s 
planned pension and 
labour reforms. 

Riot police fired tear gas 
and stun grenades to dis¬ 
perse troublemakers who 
threw chunks of marble 
smashed off metro station 
entrances and set rubbish 
bins on fire.

as rioters armed with 
wooden clubs made repeat¬ 
ed sallies against police. 

The violence came as 
some 10,000 people took 
part in a demonstration or¬ 
ganized by the countiy’s 
two main labour unions 
and fringe left-wing groups.

Nonega dismisses laundering charges 


Relishing the chance to de¬

But when the judges

couldn’t recall his finan-

cial doings at the time. 

Noriega was deposed af¬ 
ter a 1989 U.S. invasion 
and went on to spend two 


decades behind bars in 
Florida for drug traffick¬ 
ing. In April, he was extra¬ 
dited to France to face 
charges that he laundered 
profits from cocaine traf¬ 
ficking through French 
banks. 

Those charges, he said, 
were nothing more than 
“an imaginary financial 
setup.” 

“I am a victim of the

Teen sailor says she’s proud of aborted trip 


Abby Sunderland faced 
down moments of terror 
on the high seas after her 
boat was rolled over by a 
huge wave as she tried to 
become the youngest per¬ 
son to sail around the 
world. 

Still, the 16-year-old 


said yesterday she was 
proud of her effort, hoped 
it might inspire others and 
wasn’t ready to abandon 
sailing. 

In her first statements 
since returning home 
Monday, Sunderland said 
she was below deck work¬ 


ing on her boat Wild Eyes 
as a fierce storm was let¬ 
ting up in the Indian 
Ocean. 

“I was hit by a rogue 
wave once the storm was 
already dying down,” she 
said. “I didn’t have a lot of 
warning.” 


Sunderland had just 
spoken to her family by 
satellite phone when the 
wave knocked over the 40- 
foot boat and sent her 
tumbling in its hold. 

She hit her head, and 
“things went black for a 
second,” she said. 


When she regained con¬ 
sciousness and rushed to 
the deck, she found a one- 
inch fibreglass stump 
where the mast once 
stood. Back in the hold, 
she tested the engine she 
had just repaired. It would 
not start. 


Sunderland set off her 
emergency beacons and 
waited. She was amazed 
when a plane dispatched 
from Australia to find her 
flew overhead the next 
day. Two days later a fish¬ 
ing boat arrived.

South African health offi¬ 
cials say they are alarmed 
by the rise in deaths 
among men who have had 
botched traditional cir¬ 
cumcisions after 39 young 
men died in the last month 
after undergoing the rite 
of passage into manhood. 

Health officials estimat¬ 
ed yesterday that as many 
as six young men have 
died every weekend in the 
past few weeks and more 
than 120 young men are in 
hospitals nursing their

botched wounds. Eastern 
Cape provincial health de¬ 
partment spokesman 
Sizwe Kupelo said the prac¬ 
tice is common in the 
province. 

Kupelo said 91 newly 


circumcised men died last 
year alone, and of those 56 
occurred during midyear 
school holidays. 

He said five traditional 
surgeons have been arrest¬ 
ed since the beginning of 


June. He said the govern¬ 
ment in the Eastern Cape 
has prohibited the practice 
in some areas where cir¬ 
cumcision deaths have 
been particularly high. 

National health depart¬ 
ment chief Precious Mat- 
soso said the health 
department considered the 
situation to be “unaccept¬ 
able.” 

She added, “While we 
accept and respect the 
right of people to practice 
their traditions, this has to 


be done within the context 
of acceptable health norms 
and standards so that we 
can prevent such deaths.” 

Circumcision is prac¬ 
ticed in several communi¬ 
ties in South Africa, and 
also across Africa. The prac¬ 
tice has gained popularity 
in previous years because 
scientists think circumci¬ 
sion reduces the chances of 
HIV infection because the 
foreskin is particularly sus¬ 
ceptible to HIV.

South African boys gener¬ 
ally undergo circumcision 
rites at age 18 . 

► Procedure. A traditional 
leader performs the proce¬ 
dure outdoors, using a 
spear to remove the fore¬ 
skin.

Mexico lifts 
swine flu 
alert 

The government of Mexico 
lifted the alert for swine 
flu yesterday, officially 
ending the health emer¬ 
gency in the country 
where the illness first ap¬ 
peared 14 months ago. 

Secretary of Health Jose 
Angel Cordova said that as 


recently as October, 90 per 
cent of influenza cases in 
Mexico were swine flu. 

But by May, it was down 
to 10 per cent, the rest be¬ 
ing cases of seasonal in¬ 
fluenza virus that is less 
contagious. 

Cordova said Mexico’s 
government will keep 
monitoring flu cases even 
with the lifting of the alert. 

The alert allowed offi¬ 
cials to accelerate purchas¬ 
es of medicine to confront 
the virus. 


With the alert lifted, the 
process for obtaining med¬ 
icine returns to normal. 

Some 27 million people 
in Mexico have been vacci¬ 
nated against the virus. 

Swine flu has declined in 
recent months around the 
world, after 17,800 deaths 
in more than 200 countries. 
In Mexico, 72,546 infec¬ 
tions and 1,289 fatalities 
have been registered since 
the outbreak was detected 
in April 2009. 
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Benigno Aquino III will

O Head of central bank appointed 
to global financial watchdog 


Bank of Canada governor 
Mark Carney’s star keeps 
rising in international cir¬ 
cles. 

The 45-year-old former 
Goldman Sachs executive 
has been appointed chair 
of the Committee on the 
Global Financial System, a 
position held by Donald 
Kohn of the U.S. Federal 
Reserve system the past 
three years. 

The committee — part 
of the Bank of Internation¬ 
al Settlements — is respon¬ 
sible for identifying 
potential sources of stress 
in global financial markets 
and to promote reforms. 

The three-year appoint¬ 
ment takes effect Thurs¬ 
day. Carney became the 
second youngest central 
banker in Canadian histo¬ 
ry two-and-a-half years 
ago, and has been vocal at 
international finance 
meetings about the need 
to reform the global bank¬ 
ing system. 

His performance in 
steering Canadian mone¬ 
tary policy through the re¬ 
cent economic downturn, 
and his advocacy for re¬ 
form both at home and in¬ 
ternationally hasn’t gone 
unnoticed.

Here's to Sebastian Albrecht, who set a record 
this week for climbing the Grouse Grind 14 
times. 


E veryone in Vancouver knows about the grind. 
It’s called “Nature’s Stairmaster” and it’s 
basically a path up the side of Grouse Mountain 
in North Vancouver, a vertical ascent of 2.9 kilo¬ 
metres. And it’s tough, man. 

Sebastian Albrecht is tougher. He started at 6:30 Mon¬ 
day morning and finished at 11 p.m., eclipsing his old 
record of 13. Presumably, next year he will have a go at 
15. 

You’re probably thinking Sebastian Albrecht is nuts. 
Why doesn’t he just bang his head against the wall? It 
feels just as good when you stop? 

But I understand. For the past 33 years, I’ve run 
marathons, which are 42-lcilometre road races. I have 
survived more than 20 of these horizontal grinds and 
have trained thousands of miles around the world. I’ve 
left a trail of sweat on the cobblestones of Paris, run 
rings around the plane trees of Hyde Park, left footprints 
on the sand of countless beaches, and at one point, ran 
(as fast as I could) through the homeys of East L.A.

I could smell the 
flowers; I could 
see what was 
going on around 
me.” 


For guys like Sebastian and me, the point is there is 
no point. It’s the journey that counts. At the end, we 
look back at the miles we’ve logged and feel a sense of 
accomplishment, but the real benefits are found along 
the way. Two-thirds of North Americans are overweight. 
It’s hard to be overweight when you climb 2.9 
kilometres times 14, or run 42 kilometres. Then there’s 
that runner’s high, which happens when you stop. 

You just put one foot in front of the other and go. It’s 
ideal for people who can’t do the Macarena, i.e. me. 

Normally, I would celebrate Sebastian Albrecht’s 
achievement in the usual way — go for a 201cm run. But 
I did something unusual the other day. I went for a walk. 
Instead of running through the world, I walked in it — 
and it was a revelation. 

I could feel the warmth of the sun on my head; I 
could smell the flowers; I could see what was going on 
around me. Normally, when I run, the rest of the world 
is stuff that gets in the way. People are pylons. 

As Arsenio Hall used to say, it makes you go hmmm. 
Maybe I’ve been running ... away. Maybe it’s time to 
stop and ask what I’m running from instead of what I’m 
running for. Just drop the M and shuffle the O and R. It 
changes everything. 

Maybe Sebastian is nuts after all.

Our civil rights are de¬ 
fined by what happens in 
a crisis. Without a crisis, 
there isn’t any social cost 
to civil rights. 

Civil rights exist to lim¬ 
it what can be done 
during a crisis. The point 
of civil rights is that on 
certain issues, society 
must bear the cost. 

It’s easy to let someone 
have a slice of bread when 
you’re sitting on a moun¬ 
tain of loaves. But you 
can’t say that person has a 
right to bread until you’re 


down to the last slice, and 
you either hand it over or 
don’t. 

After all, what use are 
civil rights that can be vio¬ 
lated when you actually 
need them? Saying you 
have civil rights so long as 
you don’t need them — or 
don’t use them — is the 
same as saying you don’t 
have them. 

Finally, the assault on 
civil rights that occurred 


in Toronto over the G20 
summit was not the fault 
of the individual police of¬ 
ficers present. Or, at least, 
it was not their fault in 
general terms. 

To lay appropriate 
blame, we need to know 
exactly who was giving 
the officers their orders.

Opera singer taps 
into passion for beer 


It’s Mr. ham & cheese 


Canada lost a budding 
opera singer when Mirella 
Amato switched careers to 
become a beer sommelier. 

Four years ago, while 
living in Naples, Italy, the 
Toronto soprano had to 
make a choice between 
spending all her time over¬ 
seas performing or return¬ 
ing to Canada. 

She chose the latter so 
that she could pursue her 
desire to learn as much as 
possible about craft beer. 

The term “craft beer” is 
used to describe beer 
made by relatively small, 
independent breweries us¬ 
ing traditional methods. 

“Beer was already a pas¬ 
sion for me,” says Amato, 
35, and was very much a 
hobby she was involved in. 

She had learned valu¬ 
able freelance and per¬ 
formance skills as an 
opera singer, and she says 
she carried those into her 
new calling. 

Amato says she spent 
that first year in 2006 ex¬ 
ploring the beer industry, 
talking to brewers, taking 
courses, reading books 
and magazines and learn¬ 
ing as much as possible 
about the local business. 

“At the end of that year 
it became clear that the 
best thing I could do was 
spread the word and help 
people discover the huge 
variety of brews and their 
flavours,” she says. 

Amato also joined the 
Canadian Amateur Brew¬ 
ers Association and began 
working toward certifica¬ 
tion as a beer judge in 
2007. 

“Besides judging, my 
other work is aimed at get¬ 
ting people excited about 
small-batch beer and pro¬ 
viding the tools for them 
to navigate the selections 
and start exploring.” 

Amato is focusing her 
attention on beer tastings 
and food pairings. “And I 
am also adding staff train¬ 
ing and consulting to my 
business,” she says.

gual Amato who has a 
French-Canadian-Italian 
background, will be teach¬ 
ing a two-year brewmaster 
program at Niagara Col¬ 
lege in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake, Ont. 

“I will be giving courses 
on sensory evaluation and 
teaching about the rich 
histoiy, chemistry and bi¬ 
ology of beer,” says the 
graduate of Montreal’s 
McGill University. 

As a certified judge, Am¬ 
ato has participated in a 
number of competitions 
including the Ontario 
Brewing Awards, the Cana¬ 
dian International Beer 
Championship and home¬ 
brew competitions in 
Canada and abroad. 

She writes regular 
columns for the beer mag¬ 
azine TAPS and the Great 
Lakes Brewing News.

Williamson was called to a 
meeting with a newly 
appointed CEO and told 
that her plans were a viola¬ 
tion of her employer’s poli¬ 
cy on accepting gifts from 
residents and given an ulti¬ 
matum: If she went on the 
trip, she would be fired. 

She went still. 

Williamson returned to 
a letter of termination. Be¬ 
lieving her actions were 
justified, she sued. Recent¬ 
ly, she won her case. The 
judge found that the Villa 
was convinced this was a 
conflict of interest, 
without regard to what its 
policies actually stated and 
had resorted to relying on 
its policy in a “cascade of 
excuses” to justify its deci¬ 
sion. Further, the judge 
said that Williamson was 
not guilty of insubordina¬ 
tion or disobedience 
because the Villa’s 
directives were unreason¬ 
able.

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Villa sinks 
Portugal

“The match was ex¬ 
tremely intense,” Spain 
coach Vicente del Bosque 
said. “In the second half, 
we were better than Portu¬ 
gal. We had greater depth 
in our play, and we con¬ 
trolled the game veiy 
well.” 

Spain will now play 
Paraguay in the quarter-fi¬ 
nals Saturday at Ellis Park.

The car industry has al¬ 
ways sought advanced ma¬ 
terials that might affect 
car production. But cost 
and environmental pres¬ 
sures and the need to con¬ 
struct cars in 

fundamentally different 
new ways have made the 
search for new materials 
more urgent. 

Research has led to a 
number of excellent con¬ 
cepts in recent years with 
huge potential to change 
the car industry for good. 
In 1998, Toyota took the 
lead in exploring the use 
of bioplastics — plastics 
than can be grown natural¬ 
ly rather than derived 
from oil — for cars. 

Its 1/X plug-in hybrid 
concept had a body shell 
made from seaweed and 
weighed just 926 pounds. 
Since then bioplastics use 
has become controversial, 
but work into more ad¬ 
vanced composites to al¬ 
low greater freedom in car 
design and functionality 
continues. 

In 2002, GM’s AUTOno- 
my concept had an ad¬ 
vanced fuel cell 
‘skateboard’ chassis upon 


which a number of differ¬ 
ent upper body shells 
could, theoretically, be at¬ 
tached. 

The concept — which 
was genius in its simplicity 
— has influenced vehicle 
development since. 

In 2008, BMW’s GINA 
concept looked at the po¬ 
tential of advanced materi¬ 
als to change the way a car 
was constructed and how 


it behaved. BMW’s design¬ 
ers explored possible alter¬ 
natives to the traditional 
rigid metal body shell. 

Instead the GINA con¬ 
cept has a fabric ‘skin’ 
that’s pulled taut across a 
metal and carbon fibre 
wire frame, allowing its 
exterior to change shape. 

One hot area of research 
is battery technologies for 
electric cars. Researchers 


from Imperial College Lon¬ 
don are working with Vol¬ 
vo to develop a new 
composite material made 
of carbon fibre and a poly¬ 
mer resin, which is strong 
and light enough to actual¬ 
ly form parts of a car’s 
body shell. 

This means that parts of 
the actual vehicle body 
could one day double up as 
its battery, reducing 


weight and increasing in¬ 
terior space. 

Imperial’s eggheads are 
trying out by placing the 
new material in a car’s 
boot floor. 

If it works then future 
Volvos could draw power 
from batteries in their 
roof, bonnet or doors and 
have far better perform¬ 
ance, range and very dif¬ 
ferent looks.

Hours spent in a hot, stifling 
vehicle can spoil a weekend 
getaway or vacation. Con¬ 
ducting a periodic under¬ 
hood inspection may help 
you spot air conditioning 
problems before they spoil 
your trip. 

Here’s what to look for: 

1. Are A/C component 
mounting bolts in place and 
tightly secured? 

2. Are caps installed on 
the A/C system service 
ports? This keeps out dirt, 
and also provides a seal for 
refrigerant. 

3. With the engine run¬ 
ning, does the compressor 
clutch engage when the A/C 
is switched on? If it doesn't, 
this usually indicates a low 


(or empty) refrigerant condi¬ 
tion, or an electrical prob¬ 
lem. Also, listen for rapid 
clicking or cycling noises at 
the compressor when the 
A/C is switched on. If this is 


happening, it could also in¬ 
dicate low refrigerant or 
some other problems. Have 
it checked by your service 
technician. (Note: Some A/C 
systems prevent compressor 


clutch engagement in low 
temperatures, typically at 
or below 40 degrees F.) 

4. With the engine 
running and the A/C 
switched off, listen 
for knocking or 
rumbling 
sounds in the 
vicinity of 
the 
com¬ 
pres¬ 
sor. 


These 

could indi¬ 
cate a failing com¬ 
pressor clutch, and/or loose 
mounting hardware. 

5. Check all belts for 


cracks, 

wear, and glaz¬ 
ing. Have them re¬ 
placed at the first sign of any 
of these conditions. Also, 
check for belts that vibrate 
while the engine is running

As cars get more complicated, de¬ 
signers have a problem: Making it 
easier for people to work them. 
When drivers have only seconds to 
look away from the road, controls 
must be easy to understand and op¬ 
erate. 

For Ford, that means the new My¬ 
Ford Touch. 

Starting in the Ford Edge, Focus 
and Lincoln MKX, where it’s called 
MyLincoln Touch, the technology 
will be available on the majority of 


Ford’s nameplates within five years. 

“It’s really about managing the 
information that’s coming into the 
car,” says Paul Aldighieri, user inter¬ 
face designer for Ford. “That infor¬ 
mation could be veiy traditional, 
such as climate control, or things 
that are brought in, like managing 
an MP3 player or phone, or even po¬ 
tentially beamed in, like the Net.” 

Colour-coding is an easy way for 
users to quickly understand infor¬ 
mation. The four 
comers of the 


guide the driver: yellow for tele¬ 
phone information, green for navi¬ 
gation, blue for climate control, and 
red for entertainment. 

“The colours were chosen on a 
colour wheel, but we had a couple 
of things that helped inform us,” 
Aldighieri says. “We wanted naviga¬ 
tion to be green because that’s the 
colour of our highway signs, so it 
made sense, while climate is blue 
because blue is the colour typically 
associated with coolness.” 

As its name suggests, MyFord 
Touch doesn’t use traditional con¬ 
trols, instead relying on touch- 
sense buttons that work 
when a finger comes in 
contact with the surface.

“We’re not as constrained as with 
the mechanicals of a traditional 
switch,” Aldighieri says. “It doesn’t 
have to be flat, and it doesn’t have to 
provide ‘landing areas’ between the 
buttons that we traditionally have to 
provide. 

“If you think about the iPhone, as 
an example, there’s quite a bit of 
control and display, but there’s only 
one button on the surface, and lots 
of points of interaction. It’s part of 
being approachable, and you can be 
much more free when you present 
the controls.” 

The system supports Ford’s voice- 
activated SYNC control, allowing 
users to speak a variety of com¬ 
mands.

’m not much of a 
political animal and 
tend to stay clear of 
discussions on how 
to spend the public 
money. 

The obvious exception, 
of course, is when it direct¬ 
ly concerns moi! For exam¬ 
ple, I would totally raise 
my voice in favour of subsi¬ 
dizes to encourage more 
vinyl re-issues of early 
1970s arena rock. 

Even though we’re not 
currently looking to add a 
vehicle to our family fleet, 
I’m still completely drawn 
into the discussion of 
whether governments 
should offer rebates to cus¬ 
tomers wishing to purchase 
electric (EV) and/or ‘plug in’ 
hybrid (PHEV) vehicles. 

The discussion ramped 
up recently, because come 
July 1, 2010 (yes, Canada 
Day), several provinces 
(Ontario, B.C. and PEI) will 
no longer offer rebates to¬ 
ward purchases of “regu¬ 
lar” hybrids. 


This was brought on be¬ 
cause their current pro¬ 
grams were based on 
rebating provincial sales 
tax (PST), and the HST re¬ 
places the PST in those 
provinces on Canada Day. 

We have yet to hear 
how most provinces will 
change their green-car re¬ 
bates moving forward, but 
we sure did hear from On¬ 
tario. 

It introduces what just 
might be the largest elec¬ 
tric car rebate — up to 
$8,500 — of any jurisdic¬ 


tion in the world. 

“The maximum benefit 
of $8,500 exceeds similar 
electric vehicle rebates 
from the U.S., Quebec or 
upcoming U.K. programs,” 
noted Ontario MTO 
spokesperson Bob Nichols. 

“The Ontario program 
is designed to be a point of 
purchase incentive; many 
other jurisdictions, includ¬ 
ing Quebec and the U.S. 
are income-tax based pro¬ 
grams. We feel that reduc¬ 
ing the price differential of 
these new vehicles from
